Some survived when frantic rescuers heard 
victims shouting for help beneath toppled 
walls and roofs, or saw a hand reaching out 
from the wreckage, Press Trust of India 
reported. 

Friends, neighbors and police strained to lift 
stone, brick and wood by hand to free victims. 

The quake ripped through southwest India at 
3:56 a.m. It was felt at least 400 miles from 
the epicenter and caused a wide swath of dam- 
age. 

The death tolls given by state officials and 
news reports varied from 6,200 to 12,000. 

By nightfall, the death toll was more than 
6,200, said N. Raghunathan, chief secretary of 
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Maharashtra, adding that more than 2,000 
bodies had been recovered. He said 3,000 peo- 
ple were killed in each of two districts, 
Umarga and Killari. 

State-run Doordarshan TV raised the toll to 
more than 10,000 and said more than 12,000 
people could still be trapped. The United 
News of India later put the death toll at 
12,000. : 

About 10,000 people were injured, said 
Raghunathan. 

The epicenter was near Maharashtra’s south- 
eastern border with Madhya Pradesh and 
Andhra Pradesh states. 

One of the worst hit towns was Umarga, 270 
miles southeast of Bombay. Some 3,000 peo- 
ple died and 60 percent of the town’s build- 


ings were destroyed, Raghunathan said. 

“Those few seconds seemed to last forever,” 
said Solani Bhagwat, 35. “I didn’t know how 
it happened. It was dark and I could hear peo- 
ple shrieking and howling. Only when the sun 
came out did I realize they were all trapped in 
their houses.” 

Inside the town’s small, overcrowded hospi- 
tal, hundreds of injured people lay wailing on 
floors or in a tent set up in a courtyard. 

“We don’t have enough drugs and ban- 
dages,” Dr. Ahiwin Solekar said as he rushed 
from one patient to another. 

About 80 percent of the village of Killari, 
which has 10,000 people, was flattened, said 
senior police officer S.P. Wathore in Bombay, 
the capital of Maharashtra.

Women’s Services’ 
Ist year a Success

Women’s Services and Resources, a 
division of the Counseling and 
Development Center, is finishing up a 
very. busy first year on BYU campus. 

Jean Taylor, director of Women’s 
Services and Resources, said the cen- 
ter is well used. “We are busy. Too 
busy,” she said. 

She said she sees the center as “one- 
stop shopping” for women. She says 
that if a woman with questions and 
problems can just find her way to the 
center, someone can usually take care 
of her needs or concerns by directing 
her to the proper place. 

“Tt’s called Women’s Services and 
Resources because we try to direct 
women to campus resources,” Taylor 
said. 

The center is adjacent to the 
Counseling and Development Center 
in the basement of the Spencer W. 
Kimball Tower. Taylor says the 
resource center’s presence hasn’t 
altered the counseling center very 
much. 

“Placing it here has made the 
Counseling and Development Center 
more accessible to women,” Taylor 
says. She says now there is a center 
where women can find advice and 
support. Many more people can be 
referred to the different services 
offered by the Counseling and 
Development Center. 

Implementing a resource center for 
women has also been relatively easy 
financially, Taylor says. “We have 
done it very economically.” 

Taylor says the center for women is 
involved in a number of workshops 
and programs right now, adding that 
many of the programs center around 
single parents and minorities. 

She said that when plans were being 
made for a resource center for 


. women, providing services for singl« 


parents wasn’t a main issue. 

“One need that,may not have bee 
noticed was that of the single par 
ents,” she said. 

Peggy Hoffman, 35, a journalis 
major from Salt Lake City, says shq 
thinks one of the most importan 
things done at the center is the work 
with the Single Parents’ Association. 

Hoffman says that the center can be 
a big help to single parents who are 
trying to deal with schoolwork, jobs 
and family at the same time. 

“In the case of a single parent, ther¢ 
is no support from.a spouse,” she 
said. ‘In many cases it has been 4 
number of years since they’ ve been td 
school.” 

Taylor believes the center’s overal 
purpose is to help women in thei 
quest for self-identity. 

“There are many ways to be a self. 
fulfilled woman,” she said. “Afte 
women are comfortable with them 
selves, they can be comfortable with 
other people.” 

Although many of the activities o 
the center revolve around helping} 
non-traditional students and women 
on campus, some of the other services 
offered by the center are community 
programs that help out minorities, 
Taylor said. 

One program offered by the center 
is the Latin Literacy Program, which 
provides English classes for Hispanic 
women in the community. 

Another program in the works is a 
mentor program that will place minor- 
ity students from Provo’s Dixon 
Junior High School with a BYU stu- 
dent for a day so the junior high stu- 
dent can get an added understanding 
of what college is about. 

Taylor said that although the center 
can’t take care of every problem first- 
hand, the center is prepared to help 
women find out where to go.

WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration unveiled legislation 
ursday designed to shore up financially troubled pension plans that threaten 
retirement security of millions of workers and retirees. 

The financial security of thousands of Americans covered by single-employ- 
pension plans is at risk because their pensions are underfunded,” Labor 
cretary Robert B. Reich told reporters. 

n underfunded plan does not have the assets necessary to pay for its 
omised benefits. 

Reich said the underfunding has. grown from. $27 billion in 1987 to an esti- 
ted $45 billion last year and “poses an unnecessary and unacceptable risk for 
orkers and retirees.” 

he underfunding also jeopardizes the Pension, Benefit Guaranty Corp., the 
vernment insurer. It already faces a $2.7 billion deficit. 

Fhe proposal would double the insurance premium for the most troubled 
ans, which Reich said “would guarantée increased financing of underfunded 
nsion plans’ at the same time itreduces the PBGC deficit.

NEW YORK — President-Clinton-will.meet in-November in Seattle with 
fang Zemin, the president, of China, in an éffort to extricate relations between 
e’two-countries from “some rough waters,” Secretary of State: Warren 
hristopher said Thursday. 

It will be the first visit to the United States by a Chinese leader since the 
rackdown on dissidents in Tiananmen Square in Beijing in 1989 sent relations 
etween to the two countries on a downward spiral still marked by controversy 
ver nuclear weapons testing. 

Clinton probably will send Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen and Agriculture 
ecretary Mike Espy to China in an attempt to improve relations, a senior U.S. 
bfficial told reporters. 

“It’s a recognition on both sides that efforts have to be made,” said the offi- 
ial; who insisted on. anonymity. 

Clinton will be in Seattle with Asian leaders attending a conference designed 
foster economic development. 


Utah schools meet U.S. education goals 


SALT LAKE: CITY — While much of the country is making slow progress 
loward meeting the six national education goals, Utah’s schools are doing well, 
ccording to the Utah Office‘of Education. 

“Tf you ‘look atthe records for the state of Utah, thereis a fair amount of good 
ews in almost all of the goals that are related to the public school mission,” 
said David E. Nelson, director of assessment and evaluation for the state Office 
f Education. 

But nationally, U.S. Education Secretary Richard Riley said, the results show 
how far the country has yet to go to achieve the six goals established in 1990 by 
he president and the nation’s governors. The six objectives came out of an edu- 
ation summit. 

The goals include having every child enter school ready to learn, a 90 percent 
praduation rate, all students at grades four, eight and 12 demonstrating compe- 
ency in basic subjects and prepared for responsible citizenship, U.S. students 
irst in the world in math and science,.fullsadult literacy and schools free of 
drugs and violence. 

Nelson said Utah’s graduation rate of 91: 3 percent now surpasses the national 
poal.

Health officials urge flu shots for elderly

WASHINGTON. — Public health 
officials appealed to older Americans 
Thursday to get their flu shots early, 
before an especially virulent strain of 
influenza begins spreading. For the 
first time Medicare will pick up the 
costs for the elderly and disabled, the 
government announced, 

“Today, we think of the flu more as 
a nuisance than a plague,” said Health 

_ and Human Services Secretary Donna 
E. Shalala. “This iilscgiearan costs 
lives.” 

This year’s flu - — known as A- 
Beijing — has already caused three 
outbreaks in Louisiana and is expect- 
ed to hit hard. The strain has been 
associated with more sickness and 
death among people 65 and older, 
according to Dr. Philip R. Lee, assis- 
tant secretary for health. 

The chronically ill are also particu- 
larly vulnerable to complications 
from the flu. 

This includes children with asthma 
and people with AIDS. 

“Tt will strike suddenly, sending vic- 
tims to bed with very high tempera- 
tures and very low energy,” Shalala 
said. 

Because the flu season is expected 
to begin earlier than usual, the gov- 
ernment is urging at-risk Americans 
to get their shots before the end of 
October, rather than waiting until 
mid-November. 

“This is a year when it’s of even 
greater importance than ever to have 
those flu shots,” said Lee, who is 69 
and-plans to get his flu shot soon. “I 
can’t stress enough the seriousness of 
this potential epidemic, the urgency 
of getting the immunizations, and get- 
ting them in October.” 

Medicare will now pick up the costs 
of a flu shot for Americans 65 and 
older and the disabled. 

Those who take advantage of the 
new benefit won’t have any out-of- 
pocket costs, HHS ‘said. They would 
otherwise have to spend anywhere 
from $8 to $40 for a shot. 

Medicare expects to spend about 
$50 million to cover the costs of the 
flu shots, but believes it will save at 
least that much through reduced hos- 
pitalization and treatment. 

Influenza affects 25 million to 50 
million Americans every year. During

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Brilliant fall leaves 
a result of wet winter

Heavy snowfall last winter and 
spring have produced exceptionally 
bright colored leaves in Utah’s 
canyons, reminiscent of a New 
England fall. 

“In my memory, this year has to be 
one of the most colorful,” said Dale 
Stevens, professor of geography at 
BYU. 

The leaves are brighter because the 
plants are healthier and have more 
nutrients from the wet weather, 
Stevens said. 

“The moisture content determines 
the brilliance of the leaves,” said 
Loyal Clark, public affairs specialist 
for the Uinta National Forest. 

However, because Utah has entered 
a dry spell, the colors will fade more 
quickly, Clark said. 

“There’s not enough moisture to 
sustain the colors for a long period of 
time,” she said. 

Utah has been experiencing drought 
conditions for the last six years, so the 


colors of the leaves have been muted, 


Clark said. 

Clark said the leaves in the front 
canyons — Provo Canyon, American 
Fork Canyon and Hobble Creek 
Canyon — can be found in three main 
types and colors. Maple trees have red 
leaves, oak trees have orange leaves 


other chronic metabolic disorders, 
kidney dysfunction, blood disorders 
or immunosuppression, which can be 
from AIDS or various cancer treat- 
ments.

Besides BYU’s drubbing of Air 
Force, there’s been no traditional bul- 
lyragging of WAC foes so far this 
year. The Cougars’ first three games 
— decided by 11 points — were more 
intense than “The Fugitive” and 
seemed to drain them. 

So much for the past. 

After the Cougars’ convincing win

For now; though, the Cougars will 
enjoy the break as they prepare for the 
Bruins.

said. “We’ve got to improve. We are 
getting more healthy. We are getting 
ready to play UCLA just like we do 
any other game.” 


Lobos hope to upset 
"Bows in WAC play

With four of its first five games at 
home and renewed fan interest, New 
Mexico had expected a better start 
than the 1-3 record it currently is sad- 
dled with. 

But the Lobos can go a long way 
toward erasing that early disappoint- 
ment Saturday night when they enter- 
tain Hawaii. 

Despite their record, the Lobos can 
point to significant gains in 1993: 

e After blowing second-half leads in 
its three losses, the Lobos left nothing 
to chance in routing New Mexico 
State 42-7 last week. 

¢ Against the Aggies, UNM showed 
a balanced offense, getting 262 yards 
rushing and 216 passing. 

¢ Last week they held New Mexico 
State to 190 total yards, marking the 
first time in nine years that a Lobo 
team had held an opponent to fewer 
than 200. yards total offense. 

e They lead the Western Athletic 
Conference in turnover margin and 
net punting, and quarterback Stoney 
Case ranks first in the WAC and fifth 
in the nation in total offense at 316 
yards per game. 

The Lobos must feel they have a 
score to settle this weekend. Hawaii 
has treated the Lobos badly, winning 
the last nine meetings, and doing so 
by an average score of 39-15. 

The Rainbow Warriors (3-1) bring 
the nation’s No. | rushing attack into 
the game, averaging 336.5 yards per 
game. They’re also leading the WAC 
in total defense, rushing defense and 
scoring defense. 

“Hawaii could be the best team in 
the WAC,” UNM coach Dennis 
Franchione said. 

But the Rainbows had better not 
overlook the Lobos, who boast the 
10th-best offense in the country

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Symposium speaker 


stresses civil duty

Robert Wood of the Naval War 
College gave a Latter-day Saint 
perspective of moral responsibility 
and civil duty Thursday morning as 
the keynote speaker for the 
Kennedy Center Symposium on 
American security policy. 

Wood urged students and. faculty 
not to fear globalization of the 
economy and government nor to 
make sweeping denouncements of 
U.S. society in general. 

Citing Doctrine and Covenants 
98:5-6, Wood encouraged the 
development of a state based on the 
Constitution. 

“It’s impossible to isolate politi- 
cally or spiritually now,” he said, 
and noted we should welcome 
institutions and policies that allow 


us to represent Christ to the world 
and expose people to democracy. 

Drawing on Abraham Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg . Address, Wood 
explained how our demoCratic soci- 
ety and its principles must survive 
if the rest of the world is to hope to 
have them. 

Today, the lines are blurred over 
borders, he said. 

“America has changed,” Wood 
said. “Don’t be afraid of expan- 
sion,” he said in reference to the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement. “Jt is a means of deal- 
ing with trends (that are already 
occurring ).” 

Wood encouraged students to 
actively involve themselves in 
improving society, to seek divine 
confirmation of individual efforts 
and government proposals, and to 
base values on what is “real” and 
what God thinks is right.

End of Cold War changes 
role of national security

Those who attended the panel 
discussions of the American 
Security Policy Symposium. were 
given an uncommon view of the 
U.S. national security stand as seen 
by LDS scholars. 

The first panel, entitled “The 
Burden of Victory: U.S. National 
Security Objectives After the Cold 
War,” began a series of events 
making up the two-day sympo- 
sium, “Moral Perspectives on 
American Security Policy: Views 
from the Community of LDS 
Scholars.” 

One of the scheduled panelists, 
Fred Axelgard, a BYU graduate 
working for the U.S. State 
Department, was unable to attend, 
but his comments were read by a 
colleague. 

Axelgard proposed that the role 
of national security in the post- 
Cold War era should be “more 
comprehensive and less absolute.” 

“With all these recent changes, 
our concept of national security 
has relaxed,” he said. “I believe the 
narrow and absolutist conceptual- 
ism which prevailed during the 
Cold War has a spiritually debili- 
tating impact.” 

The second panel addressed the 


issues of the emerging internation- 
al security environment. 

China and Russia are the two 
countries posing a threat to the 
United States; said Bruce Porter; 
an associate professor of political 
science. 

Porter said it is perceived that 
Chinese military spending is on the 
increase, leaving America with the 
logical response of keeping mili- 
tary preparedness high and 
strengthening relations with Japan. 

Russia poses a different question, 
Porter said. Russia could possibly 
end up going either way, depend- 
ing upon its ability to remain in a 
state of democracy. 

The biggest threat to U.S. securi- 
ty may not be external, but inter- 
nal, Porter said. 

“At the present time our society 
is badly divided among partisan, 
ethnic, gender, religious and ideo- 
logical lines. In some respects, 
more divided than since the 
1850s,” he said. 

Eugene England, professor of 
English, spoke on the principle of 
justice and mercy, saying that 
Americans have to make a choice 
between the two. 

When people have mercy they 
will love their enemies, bless those 
that curse them and love one 
another as Chest taught, England 
said.

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The Emerging International Security Environment 
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Mock disaster aids local agencies

It was apparent from the beginning 
at this was no ordinary disaster. 
ictims with charred flesh, internal 
injuries and cracked skulls were smil- 
ng. 

This was the scene at the Hope 
Campground wildfire disaster drill in 
°rovo Canyon Wednesday. Several 

tah County police rescue agencies, 
he Utah Valley Regional Medical 
~enter and others participated in the 
drill designed to test emergency plans 
and procedures. Participants were pre- 
sent to train in the event of a real 
mergency. 

The American Red Cross supplied 
the 32 victims who were dressed and 
made up to appear frighteningly real- 
istic to the rescuers. 

Personnel from the Uinta National 
Forest Service directed the mock fire- 
fight and supplied information about 
the casualties in the wooded camp- 
iground. 

“This drill will help train us to work 
in an integrated command system to 
fallow a more effective rescue effort,” 
isaid Provo Police Chief Swen 
Nielsen. 

| Members of the BYU Disaster Task 
|Force, Timpanogos Emergency 
Rescue Team and Provo Police 
Department helped coordinate triage 
efforts, tending to the most critically 
injured first. Police set up roadblocks 
to prevent wandering hikers and 
sightseers from interfering with res- 
cue efforts. 

As rescuers traversed the forest 
gathering up victims and tending their 
horrifying wounds, one young victim 
was temporarily lost in the shuffle. 
His face painted a ghastly gray, he 
complained of respiratory problems 
because of asthma. Determining that 
his condition was not critical, rescuers 
grouped him with other victims and 
went back into the forest. 

However, this boy was no longer 
role-playing. He was actually having 
an asthma attack. Finally able to con- 
vince the others he was not kidding,

tion. 

The Sheriff's Communications 
Auxiliary Team directed radio com- 
munications from atop Squaw Peak 
Overlook, informing agencies of the 
condition of the mock fire. Before the 
drill was completed, forest service 
officials reported that 1,000 acres had 
been burned because of an abandoned 
campfire. 

Authorities radioed for air rescue, 
and a Life Flight Helicopter descend- 
ed upon the dirt road at Squaw Peak 


_ the herd liners 
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Overlook. Rescuers strapped a victim 
to a stretcher, and lifted him into the 
helicopter. 

Nielsen and others watched as the 
helicopter flew toward UVRMC, 
where the victim would be treated for 
a cracked skull and other injuries. 

Officials reported 30 injuries and 
two deaths in the final casualty count 
as the other victims were taken by 
vans to UVRMC to test the center’s 
Mass casualty plan. 

Officer Karen Morales, coordinator 
of the wildfire drill, gathered with 
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officials from each agency to assess 
the success of the event as a couple 
climbed up onto the overlook from a 
hiking trail ooking dazed and con- 
fused. 

Authorities quickly informed the 

couple the event was a simulation. 
Kay and Mona Peterson shrugged off 
their anxiety with a sigh of relief. 
“We hiked up over the mountain and 
wondered what was going on,” Kay 
Peterson said. “We saw the helicopter 
and the police and came up to.see 
what had happened.” 


Housing shortage =| 
leaves many homeles¢

Homelessness is just as rel- 
evant a problem in Utah 
County as it is in the rest of 
the country. 

Myla Dutton, executive 
director of the Community 
Action Agency, said the 
homeless situation in Utah 
County is caused by a hous- 
ing shortage. 

“Even people with avail- 
able money can’t find homes 
to buy in Utah Valley.” she 
said. 

“People asking less than 

$100,000 sell their homes the 
same day it is put on the mar- 
ket. How can the working 
poor afford to buy a home so 
quickly and with cash?” 
‘ The homeless problem is 
intensified by fierce job com- 
petition within the valley, 
Dutton said. 

“The working poor general- 
ly have high school educa- 
tions and maybe a couple 
years of college,” she said. 
“Here in Utah County, they 
are competing for jobs with 
people who have master’s 
degrees.” 

Dutton said there are differ- 
ent groups that find them- 
selves without a permanent 
residence. 

“Single, transient males 
are very mobile,” she said. 
“We don’t provide an exten- 
sive amount of service to 
them as a group because we mainly 
focus on families.” 

Dutton said most families who 
find themselves without a home 
turn to family and friends for help. 

“We estimate that there are a cou- 
ple thousand families within Utah 
County living in this type of “shared

U.N. relief effort in Bosnia 
complicated by peace plan failu

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— With a second winter of war 
approaching following the failure of 
the latest Bosnian peace plan, U.N. 
officials gave a stark warning 
Thursday of impending human cata- 
strophe. 

“Humanitarian prospects for literal- 
ly millions of people have never 
looked so bleak,” said U.N. civil 
affairs chief Cedric Thornberry. “We 
are looking into an abyss.” 

Thornberry spoke in Zagreb, 
Croatia, a day after the Bosnian par- 
liament rejected demands that the 
Sarajevo government concede mili- 
tary defeat and accept partition of the 
republic. 

U.N. officials have been warning for 
weeks that the lack of a peace deal 
will hamper their efforts to reach 2.7 
million needy people.this winter. 

Bosnian officials maintain they do 
not believe the international plan 
would bring lasting peace and are 
determined to continue pressing for 
more land in eastern Bosnia. Bosnian 
leaders also insist that the Bosnian 
Serbs should not be allowed to keep 
land they took by force. 

U.N. officials acknowledged those 
arguments, but said they do not 
change reality. 

“The idea of breaking up Bosnia 
into three countries ... has been criti- 
cized as morally repugnant,” said 
Thornberry. “But it is a lot less moral- 
ly barbaric than the slaughter we have 
seen for the past 18 months.” 

He said it was essential for the 
peace talks to continue. 

In Sarajevo, spokesman Ray 
Wilkinson of the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees also sug- 
gested that there may be tactical 
motives for politicians’ actions. 

“For some, it’s better to have a 
political symbol than having their 
people living on a slightly higher 
level,” he said. 

International mediators Thorvald 
Stoltenberg of the United Nations and 
Lord David Owen of the European 
Community met in Geneva to decide 
on their next steps. Stoltenberg said 
he did not know if there was any hope 
for progress after the Bosnian parlia- 
ment vote. 

U.N. officials said they feared a new 
outbreak of fighting. 
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Three tank rounds crashed into 
downtown Sarajevo on Thursday, and 
hospital officials said 16 people had 
been wounded during the day in the 
Bosnian capital by shelling and mor- 
tar fire. 

The commander of the Bosnian 
army, Gen. Rasim Delic, announced 
he was calling a unilateral cease-fire 
to begin Thursday in central Bosnia, 
and said he expected the Croats to 
reciprocate. 

Mate Boban, the Bosnian Croat 
leader, told reporters in the coastal 
Bosnian town of Neum, that the 
Bosnian army was continuing to 
attack despite the cease-fire offer. 

Delic said he had received no order 
to use force to retake territories the 
Bosnian parliament were demanding 
be returned, but that he would if 
ordered. 

Warning. of the “huge losses” that 
would likely accompany an offensive, 
Delic added, “I would still prefer for 
this to be resolved politically.” 

Fighting and intransigence on all 
sides has repeatedly held up aid con- 
voys, and winter conditions on poor 
mountain roads further hamper pas- 
sage of cumbersome trucks. 

Rejection of the peace plan, “leaves 
us looking into the jaws of disaster,” 
Wilkinson said. “We have warned 
before that unless there is a speedy 
peace, the whole operation could be 
compromised. That now looks like- 
ly.” 

He said it is unlikely that the U.N. 
can meet its target of delivering food, 
medicine and other aid to people in 
Bosnia this winter, if fighting contin- 
ues. 

Naveed Hussain, the U.N. refugee 
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
